The expenses technically set down for 


the three branches of the State Govern- 
ment—.Executive. Legislative and Judicial 
—although now reaching 5=3,12G,-l'.)o.74 for 
two years constitute only about one-seventh 
of the total outlay /or that period. 
The 


aggregate expenses for those three depart- 
ments alone exceed by about a million 
dollars the appropriations made for the 
same purpose in 1SS9, and is more than 
$1,300,000 in excess of the outlay authoriz- 
ed by the Legislature of 1883, which wa* 
$1,803,309.73 for the two years, and out of 
which Governor Pattison vetoed $ol,280.7f>. 


Included in the Executive branch with 


the Governor are all the other rotate office3 


except the Legislature and the Courts. 
The Executive outlay covers the saiaiies 
and expenses of all the department heads, 
clerks and other employes. Under the 
head of legislative expenses come rhe sal- 
aries, mileage, supplies, incidentals, etc., 
of the member^ and emplove0 of the Gen- 
eial Assembly. The Judicial appropria- 
tion is for the Supreme and .Supenoi 
Courts, and all the Common Pleas and 
Orphans'Courts of ths State, covering all 
salaries and expenses. 


For the profligacy of Republican State 


Administrations in the multiplication of 
offices and increasing of salaries during re 
cent years there is scarcely a parallel even 
in the period of abuses that provoked the 
people to ordain tiie Constitution of 1873 


The following little table, although only 


a fraction of the column of figures which 
make up the State's expenditures of $23,- 
000,000, more or lesa, biennially, tells the 
story of the extravagance in the affair* of 
Pennsylvania at a glance, so far as the 
three departments of government arc- con- 
cerned :

showing an inciease of §l,GOO,3B7.0o in 
only one branch of the Government. This 
increase is about $ii07,000 more than the 
total appropriation for Beaver's term.

tures of tho State have grown from $:M),- 
000.143.47 for Pattison's first term, 18S;!-«C, 
to ?31,106,3^8.73 iu Beaver's teni), and 
since then have taken the startling jump 
to 548,000,000, in round numbers, for the 
present Administration, of which the ex- 
act outlay during ]HS)o and IStiO was $24,- 
O.Sfl,21U 71. This is in lace of the fact that 
a quarter of a million dollars less was ap- 
propriated to the charities this year than 
they received two years ago, and the great 
decrease in the funded debt has lessened

Although the increase of the tState's 


population during the 20 yoaia from 1870 
to 1890 was 49.3 per cent, or about one- 
half of tha 3,521,031 people of the Com- 
monwealth in the former year, yet the 
swelling of the aggregate appropriations 
for the three branches of Kovernraent dur- 
ing only 14 years, from 1883 to 1897, was 
71.8 per cent., or nearly three-fourths 
more than the amount lor the first legis, 
lative session of Mr. Pattison'e flrefc term 
as Governor. 


For only eight years, from 18SU to 1897, 


the increase in the three departments was 
43.3 per cent., or nearly nine-twentieths, 
although the population during the 10 
years up to 1890 increased only 22.8 per 
cent. While the last legislative year of 
Beaver's term added about one-fifth to the 
total for Pattisou's first year, there has 
been an increase of about one million dol- 
lars in the total for the present year over 
that of 1889, which is an addition of near- 
ly one-half. 


MODERATE IN COMPARISON. 


Specially conspicuous does the extrava- 


gance appear in the figures for the Execu- 
tive branch, which embraces generally the 
offices on Capitol Hill except the Legisla- 
ture and Supreme Court. 
The increase, of 


about $114,000 in the legislative appropri- 
ations for this year over 18S9 is moderate 
in comparison with the showing in the 
Executive branch of nearly two and one- 
third times the appropriations of the same 
branch in Beaver's year. 


Comparatively moderate also is the pres- 


ent judicial branch increase of nearly 
$200,000 over 1889. 
Even this year's in- 


crease in the judicial branch, of about 
$375,000 over Paulson's first year, would 
soem modest alongside of the more than 
trebling now of the Executive appropria- 
tions for 1883. In only 14 years the enor- 
mous piling up of 222 per cent, additional 
ia seen in the amounts for the Executive 
offices. 
Even in comparison with Beaver's 


last legislative year, there is an increase of 
111 percent, in the Executive appropria- 
tionn. 


Steadily since 1883, when the total ex-' 


penditures of the State were $6,708,690.22 
for that year, have they grown until they 
reached the aggregate of $13,681,701.74 in 
1895. Owing to the yearly collection of 
certain money that is returned to the 
counties, the table of receipts and expen- 
ditures ia deceptive. Subtracting the sink- 
ing fund transfer and personal property 
taxes returned to the counties in 189G, for 
instance, the net revenue last year is ( 
shown to have been $10,226,820. This ' 
falling off and the extraordinary extrava- 
gance of the Legislature of 1896 left the 


fiovernor Hastings' conti'icting his recent 
veto record with hia general approval of 
the extravagancies of 18'J">, which am con- 
tinued and increased by the recent f.(-^is- 
lat':ro.

wa,-1 a reduction of only $800 from tho up- 
pioprintion, ?")3i,010.28, in IRS", for ex- 
penses of the LegiVIatnre, hut two vears 
ago the amount was rai'jed to SB01.S71.0G, 
and this year there is an addition of $13,- 
000 in face of the extraordinary necessity 
for retrenchment. 


The Executive increases since Iq89 in- 


clude the Lieutenant Governor's salary 
from 53,000 to $3,000, and a clerk to that 
official, authorized two years ago, \\ith 
$2,400 salary. The additions to the Gu- 
bernatorial clerk hire in Beaver's term 
con«;sted of an executive clerk and type- 
writer. The total appropriations for the 
offices of Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in 1887 were H2,80n ; ISM, f4G, 100; 
1K95 and 1897, each $32,800, including 
$10,400 for clerk hire and §-i,Ono for con- 
tingent expenses. 


To the force of the Secretary of the Com- 


monwealth were added in 1S9-3 a commis- 
sion clerk, an "extra clerk and sten- 
ographer," two general clerks to the pre- 
vious seven, and an "extra clerk and type- 
writer." 
The expenses of the office in 


1887 were $31,100; 1889. SiJ.OOO, includ- 
ing special allowance of $8,200 for corpora- 
tion, registering and indexing ; and 1895, 
,?74,045. From the latter sum must be de- 
ducted 31,345 in miscellaneous expenses 
from tlie appropriation of 1897, but the 
addition of a night watchman this year 
carries an $1,800 additional allowance. 
The "contingent" fund has grown since 
1889 from $(5,000 to $8,000. 


INCREASES AU. AUOUNn. 


The Auditor General was given this year 


two additional $1,500 clerks to "audit 
licenses, etc." 
Two years ago the number 


of his ordinary clerks waa increased from 
9 to 14, and the appropriation for clerks is 
raised from $36,600 in 1887 to 549,800 at 
present. Another new assistant is an "at- 
torney in mercantile license cases." In

consisted of a chief clerk, a corporation 
clerk, nine clerks, n messenger aud a 
watchman, the ollice expenses were $f5o.-

including a special clerical allowance

Appropriations to Captain JJelaney in 


1895 and now repeated included $25,000 
for keeping the grounds in order, although 
$14,000 had been considered ample in 1883, 
aud $0,000 aa a "general contingent fund." 
The commissioners and the captain, under 
tha new law, was not obliged to get an ap- 
propriation for altering the interior of the 
Capitol, and between the Legislative term 
of 1895 and the burning of the building 
they contracted for that work debts aggre- 
gating about $70,000. 


The new Department of Agriculture, for 


which the late Legislature appropriated 
$11,920, is also the work of 1895, when the 
total appropriated was $98,100.

For a few years after the adoption oi the 


new Constitution the general appropriation 
bill was confined to something near the 
Constitutional requirement that this bill 
"shall embrace nothing but appropriations 
for the ordinary expenses of the Executive, 
Legislative and Judicial departments of 
the Commonwealth, interest on the public 
debt and for public schools ; all other ap- 
propriations shall be made by seperate 
bills, each embracing but one subject." 
This language, though plain enough, ha< 
been twisted by every Republican Ix'gicla- 
ture go as to cover a big variety of raids on 
the State Treasury, notably in the last ten 
yeais. 
In the voluminous verbiage the
